Issues far more important than 
the personalities of Al Smith and 
Herbert Hoover confront the Amer­ 
ican people in

campaign, Miles Poindexter, 
for 
mer United States senator and am­ 
bassador to Peru, declared in an 
address at a mass meeting, held 
under auspices of the John Erics­ 
son Republican club in the Strand 
theatre last night. 
“It is not a 
battle of men but of great, funda­ 
mental principles 
of 
government 
which we face," said Mr. Poin­ 
dexter. 
"Our great institutions, our pros­ 
perity and our progress have not 
come to us by accident. 
They are 
the result of careful planning, of 
building, of constant watchfulness, 
and of hard work. 
We are In the 
midst of a great wave of prosperity 
today because of certain definite, 
deep-rooted policies lf government 
which have always been sponsored 
and practiced by the Republican 
party, and vigorously opposed by 
the Democratic party. 
"We have seen, in years past, 
the 
Democrats 
advocating 
free 
trade, tariff for revenue only and 
what they now call a competitive 
tariff. We don’t know what that ie 
but we know it isn’t proectlve. 
We remember that the Democra­ 
tic candidate for president, not so 
long before he was nominated, de­ 
clared in a speech in New York 
that the protective tariff was a 
sort of ‘public robbery.’

"President Wilson 
vetoed 
the

tural free list of the Underwood 
tariff of 1920. 
In 1921 the new 
Republican congress again enacted 
a farmers emergency tariff.

at 
noon 
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Washington, 
Oct. 
29— (ZP)— 
Herbert Hoover began 
clearing 
his desk today for the long jaunt 
across the country which he will 
begin on Thursday. 
The 
Republican 
presidential 
candidate spent little tim e at his 
headquarters on 
Massachusetts 
Avenue, devoting himself for the 
most part to disposing of person­ 
al matters 
at his "S" 
street 
home and to working 
on the 
speeches he will make on his trip 
to California. 
Five speeches still are 
ahead 
of the nominee before he casta his 
vote a week from tomorrow 
at 
Palo Alto. Four of them will be 
made on the cross-continent cam­ 
paign journey. 
This will carry him 
through 
the border states of 
Maryland 
West Virginia, Kentucky and Mis­ 
souri, and he will speak in three 
of these states. The first of these 
addresses will be made at Cum­ 
berland, Md., after which he will 
cross 
W est 
Virginia 
during 
Thursday 
night 
to 
Louisville, 
where he will again speak. 
To Include Waterways 
The most important 
of 
his 
cross country speeches will 
be 
made at St. Louis on Friday eve­ 
ning, however, 
when, 
speaking 
from 
the border 
territory 
he 
will make probably the most de­ 
tailed exposition of the agricul­ 
tural problem he has given dur­ 
ing the campaign. 
In this speech 
he also 
will 
touch upon inland 
waterways, 
and their relation to the farm re­ 
lief plan he outlined in his 
ac­ 
ceptance and West Branch talks. 
Although this address 
follows 
closely hts announcement of aev 
erat days ago that lf elected he 
would summon an extra session 
of Congress lf it proved necess­ 
ary to pass farm relief legislation 
there has been no indication that 
Mr. Hoover will make any ref­ 
erence to this in his 
St. 
Louis 
speech. 
Some 
of 
his 
advisers 
feel that, having 
already 
made 
clear his position on the matter 
of an extra session, there

cuss it again. 
Speaks Monday Night 
After his St. Louis speech, the 
candidate Friday night will move 
to Missouri and on the follow­ 
ing day will cross the 
normally 
Republican state of Kansas

Colorado. His fourth speecvh on 
the cross country trip 
will 
be 
made at Pueblo, Colo., on Satur­ 
day night. 
He will board his train again 
after this address and, 
crossing 
into Utah that night, will

City 
to 
Ogden. 
Sunday 
night will find him speeding in­ 
to Nevada and on the day before 
election 
he will arrive 
at

home at Palo Alto. That night he

Atlantic City, N. J., Oct. 29— 
(ZP)— Repaired and refueled, the 
Flying Fish, Amphibian 
biplane, 
with Its crew of three, made Its 
second start in as many days for 
Bermuda at 2:80 o’clock this af­ 
ternoon (rom the Curtis station 
at the Inlet. 
With Capt. William Lancaster, 
British pilot, at the controls and 
Capt. Harry Lyon of the South­ 
ern Cross famous Pacific flight, 
and George Palmer Putnam, the 
backer of the project, the 
tiny 
green and 
yellow 
flying 
boat 
made a belated getaway after its 
Interrupted forced 
landing 
at 
Brigantine yesterday, 
owtng 
to 
motor trouble. 
When repairs had been 
com­ 
pleted and the craft was again 
ready for a take-off, another dtf 
ficulty threatened further delay. 
Owing to an extremely low tide. 
it was found impossible to launch 
the plane from the hangar. Anx­ 
ious to take advantage of 
al­ 
most ideal flying weather, Put­ 
nam urged the hangar force to 
make an improvised runway, that 
after considerable difficulty en­ 
abled the craft to slide into the 
water. 
Carry Crew to Plane 
A pilot of the Ireland Co., was 
at the controls when the Flying 
Fish was taxied down the 
run­ 
way and the crew remained 
on 
the dock to 
avoid 
additional 
weight while the craft was being 
put overboard. 
After the ship was in the wa­ 
ter, it was taxied close to 
the 
shore and the crew one after an­ 
other were carried aboard by a 
barefoot mechanic.

Elyria, Ohio, Oct. 29—(ZP)— Louis 
deco, former Lorain dry raffler, 
charged with shooting to wound 
Miss Petty Haywood, 22, when he 
Ared upon an automobile which he 
mistook for the convoy of a liquor 
truck, was convicted of assault and 
battery by a Jury in common pleas 
court tonight. 
The verdict of the lesser offense 
was permissible under the original 
indictment. 
The element of intent was there­ 
by eliminated from the case, which, 
through the actions of 
Senator 
George Bender of Cleveland had 
been made a test case to determine 
the extent of power permitted to 
dry officers. 
The conviction carries with it a 
fine or not more than $200, im­ 
prisonment in the county Jail for 
not more than six months, or both.

The huge dirigible Graf Zeppe­ 
lin, homeward 
bound 
for 
Ger­ 
many, sped onward over the north 
Atlantic last night with a howling 
gale behind her. 
The airship, cast 
loose at 1:54 A. M. yesterday at 
Lakehurst, N. J., left the United 
States behind at Chatham, Mass., 
at 6:15 A. M. and reports about 
12 hours later said its 21 passen­ 
gers had their last glimpse of the 
American 
continent 
over 
New­ 
foundland. 
The 
weather 
there 
gave her a boisterous send off. The 
wind had been strong from the 
southwest. 
Since late afternoon and by late 
evening was approaching hurri­ 
cane 
force 
with 
driving 
rain 
squalls. 
These atmospheric disturbances 
apparently interfered to some ex­ 
tent with 
radio communication 
from the dirigible. 
The radio sta­ 
tion at Canzo, N. S., reported con­ 
tact for a brief period in the early 
evening, but 
lost 
the 
Zeppelin 
again before its position could be 
obtained. 
From three points in Newfound­ 
land came reports of the sighting 
of a passing aircraft, but only at 
northern Bight, Trinity Bay, did 
the observers identify 
it 
as 
the 
Zeppelin. 
While the 
storm 
undoubtedly 
made rough going of it for the 
airship, its direction would have 
the effect of increasing its flying 
speed.

M AKES GOOD TIME. 
New York, Ort. 29—(ZP)—Carry­ 
ing the first trans-Atlantic air stow­ 
away—a blond American youth in 
his ’teens—the German air liner 
Graf Zeppelin was homeward bound 
«o«ignt over the North Atlantic. 
The huge ship, whose arrival in 
the United States Just two weeks 
ago today thrilled the Atlantic sea­ 
board by ber majestic size and 
power, bade farewell to her Ameri­ 
can hosts at 6:15 o’clock this morn­ 
ing and turned her blunt nose from 
the Massachusettes coast out to 
sea in a wide swing toward Nova 
Scotia and Newfoundland. 
At 10:15 o’clock this morning the 
returning voyager passed over the 
steamer Ijacouia at a point 90 miles 
southwest of Cape Sable, Novla 
Scotia, while at 2 p. rn. she report­ 
ed her position as about 112 miles 
southeast of Cape Cable. 
The ship 
was then averaging 67 miles an 
hour aud the weather was reported 
clear. 
She was about 980 miles 
from I^akehurst and hoped to reach 
her home port, Friedrichshafen, by 
Wednesday noon. 
Weather la Favorable. 
The great dirigible, which for 
6,000 miles had struggled with ad­ 
verse winds on her trip to the 
United States swinging in a wide 
lane over the southern route by 
way of Maderla, the Azores and 
Bermuda, was on the steamship 
course from Boston 
to 
southern 
England, and there was every Indi­ 
cation 
that 
Dr. Hugo Eckener 
would follow the normal northern 
route. 
This is somewhat south of 
the direct great circle course fol­ 
lowed by Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
berg In his historic flight to Paris 
last year. 
While weather conditions were 
reported more favorable over the 
southern course toward the Azores, 
there were favoring tall winds to 
the north which Dr. Eckener ap­ 
parently was determined to use to 
their full advantage. 
Weather re 
ports compiled in New York indi­ 
cated that tile ship would encoun­ 
ter shifting winds and squally con­ 
ditions as she got farther out to 
sea. 
It was shortly before 2 o’clock 
this morning when the Graf Zep­ 
pelin. tugging at her leashes in the 
huge hungar at Iaikehurst, N. J., 
where for two weeks she had lain 
side by side with the American 
dirigible im* Angeles, also a prod­ 
uct of the Zeppelin works, slowly 
slid through the great doors aud 
emerged into the moonlit morning 
More than 300 sailors hauled the 
great ship into the night and at 
1:54 a. rn. she was off. 
Stowaway On Board. 
Down on her lists were twenty 
passengers, including one woman 
aud a crew of forty. But there was 
one more passenger a stowaway 
the first to worm his way aboard 
a trans-Atlantic airliner and make 
the trip without authority 
He was 
discovered at 6 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, Just as the ship was nosing 
her way through the sky past the 
American coast bound 
over 
the 
ocean. 
First news of the finding cam# 
in a dispatch to a Berlin news­ 
paper 
from 
its 
representative 
atma rd the dirigible. 
He was de­ 
scribed as a "seventeen year old’’ 
blond American youth aud there 
was nothing iu the message to in­ 
dicate that his presence had caused 
chagrin although the danger of 
stowaways was uue that Dr. Eek#- 
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nor had been guarding against care-1 
fully. 
The stowaway was Clarence Ter­ 
rin e , a 19 year-old caddy whose 
home is in St. Louis. 
“S t Louis” as he was known at 
Rye Country club where he worked 
during the summer, left Rye last 
Friday with a hint that he was ad­ 
venture bound. 
He had $50 in his 
pocket, his savings for the season 
Just as atowawys aboard regular 
eteamships. it is highly likely that 
Clarence will be working his way 
across, thought it is doubtful if 
there can be much for him to do 
other than help the chef in the 
Graf Zeppelin's fancy galley. 
But Clarence is not the only 
American aboard. 
There are three 
Toited States navy officers aboard 
as guest observers of the home­ 
ward hight. 
They are Commander 
M. R. Pierce, executive officer of 
the Lakehurst naval air station;

Citing the governor's 
declara­

that the Democratic presidential 
nominee 
had 
“changed 
his 
mind” on prohibition and should 
“clarify the issue before 
elec­ 
tion.” He 
proposed

Gov. 
Smith send a telegram to each 
Democratic members of congress 
asking for their views on the re- 
1-ca1 of the 
prohibition 
amend­ 
ment and on his proposal for the 
public m anufacture and sale 
of 
iiquor. 
“ Perhaps Gov. Smith 
prefers 
to wait until after the election.” 
Mr. Borah 
added, 
“ there 
are 
doubtless sound reasons for Mb 
doing so.” 
The senator, who is making his 
final campaign swing for

a second lieutenant. 
He served through the Spanish- 
American w ar as a captain and in 
April, 1899, was made a major. By 
1907 he had Jumped to colonel. He

Mexican border during tho trouble­ 
some times of 1916. 
With the out­ 
break of the World war Garrity 
was given command of the 132nd 
infantry. 
He trained infantrymen 
for overseas service. 
On July 24, 
1924, he was raised to brigadier- 
general and given command of the 
J 65th brigade, national guard. 
Garrity organized flu* first camp 
1 of the Spanish War Veterans in 
I Chicago, serving three 
years 
as 
I camp commander. 
He next was 
I aide de camp of the national or* 
I gauization and inspector general, 
1920-21. 
G arrity was national ad­ 
jutant in 1922 and a member of 
the national legislative committee 
In 1926. 
The veterans’ head is 69 years 
old. 
He was born in Chicago. Gur- 
rity was police chief from Novem­ 
ber.

Baltimore. Md., Oct. 29— (*P)— 
Governor Alfred E. Smith opened 
the final week of the campaign for 
the presidency tonight with a dec­ 
laration to the American people 
that he was dissatisfied with the 
old order of government and prom­ 
ised if the Democratic party were 
placed iii power under his leader­ 
ship he would seek to 
effect 
a 
change in many things. 
The Democratic nominee in a 
speech prepared for his only per­ 
sonal appeal to the voters of Mary­ 
land in rapid succession rapped 
the Anti-Saloon League, the Ku 
Klux Klan, and the Republican po­ 
sition on prohibition, water power 
and foreign relations, and added 
he came before the country as a 
‘ free agent” to devote himself to 
its best interests and its welfare. 
He 
accused 
the 
Anti-Saloon 
League with having made a “cold­ 
blooded threat” to Senator George 
Norris of Nebraska, who recently 
announced his support for Smith. 
He said all Norris had done for the 
nation had been forgotten in a 
minute by the league because he 
had gone counter to its “narrow, 
prejudiced and bigoted ideas.’’ 
The governor assailed the klan 
as "out of line with American tra­ 
ditions and history” and declared 
he would rather go down to “ignom­ 
inious defeat than to be raised to 
the greatest position if the gift of 
the people by any influence that 
may bo exercised by any organiza­ 
tion with such perverted ideas of 
Amertcansim.” 
W ill Aid Peace Moves. 
“I want no support because of 
my religious belief,” was another 
declaration. "I repeat my firm ad­ 
herence to the American dcx'trino 
of absolute separation of church 
and stale.” 
The candidate argued there was 
no use attempting to solve foreign 
problems as long as a quarrel ex­ 
isted between the president and 
the senate, and promised to put an 
end to what he said was a dispute 
on this score. 
He declared the protection of 
American citizens and property in 
foreign lands was u mat or of na­ 
tional concern but coupled with the 
statement a belief that the Ameri­ 
can people no longer would toler­ 
ate interference with the internal 
affairs of South American republics. 
“I am prepared to make a real 
endeavor to make the outlawry of 
war effective,” he declared, ’’by re­ 
moving its causes and to substi­ 
tute the methods of conciliation, 
conference, arbitration and judicial 
determination.” 
He said that under Herbert Hoo­ 
ver, his rival for the presidency, 
there would be but little hope for 
a “forward-looking foreign policy” 
ub the Republican candidate had | 
promised to follow in the footsteps 
of President O nlidge whose poli­ 
cies, he added, have been denounc­ 
ed both “in season and out of sea­ 
son” on the senate floor by Senator 
Borah of Idaho, chairman of the 
foreign relations committee of that 
body. 
On water power, the governor 
said he was satisfied the old order 
of things would be changed for the 
better. 
He urged adoption of a 
“forward-looking, progressive atti­ 
tude” by the government toward 
the development of the nation’s wa­ 
ter power resources. 
Under the 
order, he argued, these resources 
would fall into private hands for 
private profit. 
The governor said only last Sat­ 
urday night Senator Norris, who
